Leslie, Gov ernor-elect Has Near­ 
ly 50,000 Plurality—Robinson 
in Big Victory

Complete unofficial returns 
of 
Tuesday’s election rev ealed 
in 
plain figures today the strength 
of the v ictorious Republican par­ 
ty in Indiana. 
They showed 
that 
Herbert 
Hoov er carried the state in the 
presidential contest ov er Gov . A1 
Smith, Democrat, by the smash­ 
ing plurality 
of 
28 2,015^the 
greatest ev er accorded in 
In­ 
diana in a similar race. The v ote 
was Hoov er 8 44,213; Smith 52,198 . 
In the contest for gov ernor, 
Harry G. Leslie won by the com­ 
fortable margin of 48 ,633 v otes. 
He receiv ed 728 .300 to 679.667 for 
Frank 
C. 
Dailey, 
Democrat. 
SiDme inroads on the Republican 
strength was claimed, 
howev er, 
by the Democratic leaders, who 
pointed out th at Gov . Jackson in 
1924 defeated Dr. Carleton 
B. 
McCulloch, Democrat by 8 2,48 1. 
Democrats made inroads in the 
v ote in Marion County. 
which 
swung to that partv from 
the 
Republican fold in the guberna­ 
torial and conerressional contest. 
The figures showed a runaway 
v ictory £ or United States Sena­ 
tor Arthur R. Robinson for re- 
election ov er Albert Stump, Dem­ 
ocrat. There was a difference of 
156,916 v otes in Robinson’s fav ­ 
or. The totals 
were Robinson 
78 1 415jJStumo 624.499. 
The unofficial tabulation, near­ 
ing completion in the other con­ 
tests, showed the 
election 
of 
ev erv other member of the Re­ 
publican state 
ticket. 
Amonp 
those re-elected was Mrs. Grace 
Banta Urbahns of Valparaiso a* 
state treasurer. Miss Genev iev e 
Brown. Winamac, was elected re- 
norter of the supreme and appel­ 
late courts. They were the onlv 
two Republican women seeking 
state office.

The full measure of the ov er­ 
whelming v ictory which 
sent 
ev en 
rock-ribbed 
Democratic 
states into Herbert Hoov er’s col­ 
umn was still to be completely 
ascertained, but from 
returns 
which rapidly were 
becoming 
complete it was ev ident that the 
new president will 
come 
into 
office with the greatest electoral 
majority in all history and with 
a popular v ote exceeding any be­ 
fore it. 
Likewise the country has still 
to learn—and it no doubt will be 
days before all the facts 
are 
known—how great a part 
the 
presidential v ote played in giv ­ 
ing president-elect Hoov er a re­ 
publican congress. That 
there 
will be an appreciable increase in 
the Republican majorities 
of 
both house and senate has been 
demonstrated but 
the 
returns 
still are inconclusiv e in the case 
of numerous contests for mem­ 
bership in the house along the 
Mason and Dixon border 
line 
and in some other sections whose 
oartv lines are not frankly de­ 
fined. 
In Virginia, for instance, two 
districts were still in doubt to­ 
day with the chances 
leaning 
toward adding Republican con­ 
gressmen to the state’s roll. The

Gov . Smith 
Retires January 
First, With Pension of $6,000 
Year Waiting] Him 


New York, Nov . 8—(/P)—Gov ­ 
ernor Alfred E. Smith does “not 
expect ev er to run for public of­ 
fice again” but is still undecided 
as to what his future business or 
professional activ ities will be. 
The Herald Tribunte says it is 
being rumored he is to be offer­ 
ed the chairmanship 
of the 
board of directors of a projected 
new $55,000.000 Wall Street bank. 
The bank is being organized by 
Eugene L. Norton, v ice chairman 
of the board of the Baltimore 
Trust company. The Gov ernor’s 
term at Albany ftnds January 1 
and he will be entitled to a pen­ 
sion of $6,000 a year.

Indianapolis, Nov . 8 —(/P)—Ot­ 
to G. Fifield, of Crown 
Point, 
who was elected Secretary 
of 
State Tuesday, and Archie 
N. 
Bobbitt,-"of English, whom the 
v oters selected as Indiana’s state 
auditor, will take office Dec. 1. 
Fifield will succeed Frederick 
E. Schortemeier, who has been 
Secretary of State during the last 
four years. Bobbitt will replace 
L. S. Bowman, under whom he 
has serv ed 
as 
gasoline 
tax 
collector. The term of-office of 
each will be two years. 
Ev ery state office in contest in 
the electioft was won by a Re­ 
publican. 
James M. Ogden, Indianapolis, 
will become Attorney-General on 
January 1, 1929, and Miss Gene­ 
v iev e Brown of Winamac, one of 
two women elected to state of­ 
fice, will assume her duties 
as 
reporter of the supreme and ap­ 
pelate courts at the same time. 
Ogden will succeed Arthur 
L. 
Gilliom of South 
Bend, 
and 
Miss Brown will replace 
Mrs. 
Edward Franklin White. 
Dav id A. Meyers, of 
Greens- 
burg, reelected supreme 
court 
judge; Noel C. Neal, Noblesv ille, 
and Elmer Q. Lockyear, of Ev ­ 
ansv ille, who were elected judges 
of the appellate court, also will 
take office January 1. 
Harry G. Leslie of West Lafay­ 
ette, who was elected

HUNDREDS FILE US 


FORTH IN ERUPTION 


Molten Stream of Lav a Causes 
Multitude To Leav e Homes 
and Their Household 
Belongings 


SULPHUROUS CURRENT 
SWEPT AWAY MONUMENT 


Catania, Sicily, Nov . 8—(Æ5)— 
With a molten stream of lav a 
like a hungry dragon at their 
backs to spur them on, hundreds 
of persons today were fleeing 
from the region around the eas­ 
tern base of Mount Etna. Their 
household 
belongings 
were 
thrown on any makeshift 
v e­ 
hicle to get them out of the ad­ 
v ancing column of 
fire. Barii 
yard animals straggled along 
with the people who were aban­ 
doning their fields and homes 
to the molten stream, which ad­ 
v anced at a rate of more than 
100 yards an hour. 
The most fertile and 
inten­ 
siv ely cultiv ated land in Sicily 
was being consumed by the lav a. 
Houses were 
being 
destroyed 
and trees burned. Great clouds 
of steam arose 
as 
the 
heat 
reached the v ats of the dis­ 
tilleries which produce citric 
acid. 
The blazing, sulphurous cur­ 
rent swept away a monument to 
the war dead which was to hav e 
been 
inaugurated 
Sunday at 
Mascaii. The principal church of 
the town fell prey to the lav a. 
The 
railway 
line between 
Messina and Catania was in 
grav e danger. The situation was 
regarded as critical since normal 
facilities linking central Sicily 
with the coast are few. The 
authorities thought that if a

Vern Lewis An d Mild red Go o d b a r 
Are Win n ers In Electio n Co n test 


The interest that was shown 
in the national election was re­ 
flected in 
the 
mock election 
sponsored by the Daily Repub­ 
lican in the days just prior to 
Nov ember 6. A large 
number 
filled» out the blanks published 
each day and submitted them to 
the election editor. 
The honor of being the cham ­ 
pion prognosticator 
of Rush 
county goes to Vern Lewis o# R. F 
D., 1, New Salem. Mr. Lewis ev i­ 
dently had read the claims of 
the Republican party and 
be­ 
liev ed them for his guess on the 
final outcome was just six elec­ 
toral v otes off. 
He 
credited 
Hoov er with 450 electoral v otes 
and A1 Smith with 8 1. The ac­ 
tual count was 444 for Hoov er 
and 8 7 for Smith. 
His record was hotly contested 
by that of Mildred Goodbar, 905 
Sexton street, this city who did 
not giv e A1 Smith ev en that 
much look-in on the 
election 
crediting him with 70 electoral 
v otes and Hoov er with 461, just 
17 v otes off. Mr. Lewis made the 
natural mistake of giv ing A1 
Smith credit for carrying 
his 
own state of New York while 
Mildred Goodbar conceded the 
Tammany state to Hoov er. 
Lewis had Smith carrying be­ 


sides New York, the states of 
Georgia, Delaware, 
Louisiana 
and South Carolina. Miss Good­ 
bar credited Smith with South 
Carolina, Mississippi, Louisiana, 
Georgia, Florida, Arkansas and 
Alabama. 
Ballots were sent into the 
Daily Republican from as far as 
Enid, Oklahoma. James H. Ball 
was giv en this credit although 
his guess, while comparativ ely 
close, was not a winner. Mr. Bail 
credited Smith with 157 
elec­ 
toral v otes, but did not giv e him 
New YflTk basing his judgment 
on the “solid South”. 
Only one person out of 
the 
entire group picked A1 Smith to 
win. Mrs. E. L. Aiken of Lewis­ 
v ille, Ind., credited the Demo­ 
cratic candidate with 272 elec­ 
toral v otes to Hoov er’s 259. The 
following is the acutal statistical 
return:

Lynn, Mass., Nov . 8 (/P)—Four­ 
teen persons were known to be 
dead from an explosion 
which 
wrecked the plant of the Preble 
Box Toe Company and a nearby 
dwelling house in East Lynn to­ 
day. 
Nine persons were in a serious 
condition in the Lynn hospital 
and sev eral others were believ ed 
to be missing. 
Firemen 
were 
searching the ruins of the 
de­ 
molished plant for more bodies. 
The known dead are: 
Mrs. Lillian Blaney, who resid­ 
ed in a dwelling house next to 
the plant and her four children. 
Alfred P. Harris, of Lynn. Lewis 
E. Puffer, of Swampscott. John 
Crowder, of Lynn. Charles Mit­ 
chell. John Wilson, a negro. Wil­ 
liam Clements, a negro. Percv H. 
Smith, of Lynn. Two unidentified 
men. 
The woman killed was 
Mrs. 
Harry Blanev . She and her hus­ 
band with all their children were 
at the breakfast table when the 
explosion 
came. 
Instantly 
a 
sheet of flame leaped from the 
factory twenty feet to 
their 
home, bursting through a win­ 
dow and env eloping the family. 
Mrs. Blanev and three of 
the 
children were burned and smoth­ 
ered to death. The others 
in 
the family escape with compar­ 
ativ ely minor injuries. 
At least twenty persons were 
injured. 
There was a series of explos­ 
ion« in a celluloid mixture used 
in the manufacture of box toes 
fo»* shoes. 
The plant was wrecked by 
a 
series of blasts which 
occurred 
shortly before 7:30 a. m.. just as 
the factory was about to start 
operations for the day. 
The first explosion was in the 
rear of the plant where m ater­ 
ials used in the manufacture of 
box toes for shoes were stored. 
Then followed a. number 
of 
smaller blasts which blew out 
the rear wall of the plant and 
sent huge flames across a nar­ 
row street on which there 
are 
sev eral dwelling houses. In one 
of these houses liv ed the Blaney 
family. 
The roof of the factory 
col­ 
lapsed in the rear 
and sev eral 
employes were thought to hav e 
been buried 
beneath it. The 
plant was 
built of 
concrete 
blocks which were sent flv in« ? in 
aU directions bv the explosion. 
The plant w p .r a small building, 
one story high. About twenty- 
fiv e men were employed.
